In place of the mob action which 
kept the Negro pupils out of the 
school last week and brought state 
police and National Guard troops 
into Sturgis, segregationalists mov­ 
ed today to impeach Gov. A. B. 
Chandler for calling in the troops. 
A resolution calling for Chand­ 
ler's impeachment was voted by 
acclamation by a crowd of 4,000 
people that overflowed the Union 
County courthouse at Morganfield

Council Chairman Wright W. Wal­ 
ler Jr. proposed the impeachment 
resolution. 
It appeared the demand would 
be stymied, however.
